do pzeſume upon the Expiration of His Majeſties Royal Pzoclamation bearing 
date the Fourth of May laſt, Commanding their Departure and Abſence foz 
Six Months, to Repair at this pzeſent to the Cities of Londoa and Velimirſter in 
=& great numbers, The Kings moſt Excellent Pajelty is therefoze Gzacionſly pltat⸗ 
ed to Revive and Continue His ſaid fozmer Pꝛoclamation, and doth by this His 
| Royal Pꝛoclamation Strictly Charge and Command all Papiſts, and Perſons 
teputed Papiſts, and ſuch as have been ſo within Sir Months laſt paſt, That they and every of 
them do fozthWith depart from the ſaid Cities of London and Neſtminſter, and from all places with⸗ 
inthe diſtance of Ten Miles of the lame; And that they oꝛ any of them do not pꝛeſume to return 
agaitr upon any pzetence whatſoever, within the ſpace of Sir Months from the Date of theſe 
Preſents, And leſt they, oꝛ any of them ſhould do the contrary upon pzetence of any Licence foz- 
nerly G2zanted by any of the Lozds oꝛ others of His Majeſties Pzivy Ceuncil, His Wajeſty doth 
hereby Declare, That He hath cauſed all Licences of that nature fozmerly Gzanted by any of 
the Loꝛds o2 others of His P2ivy Council, to be Revoked. And His Majeſty doth hereby further 
lraitly Charge and Command all and every Juſtices of the Peac?, Conſtables, aud others His 
Officers and Miniſters of Juſtice within His ſaid Cities, oz either of them, and within Ten Miles 
if the ſame, That they do make ſtrict Search and Enquiry foz, and with all vigeur pꝛocted 
againſt all and every Perſon and Perſons who ſhall bz found within the laid Cit es of London and 
Veltminſter, and Within Ten Miles of the ſame, during the ſaid ſpace of Sir Months, contrary to 
the effect of any of the Statutes, and the purpoꝛt of this His Majeſties Pꝛoclamatien. P2ovided 
that nothing herein contained ſhall be conſtrued to ertend to any Perſon oꝛ Perſ2ns who being 
lymerly of the Popiſh Religion, have fully Confozmed to the Pzoteſtant Religion, in fuch man⸗ 
ier as is by Law appointed, noꝛ from the time of their reſpective Confozimity, to ſuch as ſhall here- 
after in like manner Confozm themſelves.
